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New youth center to open in April

+ In response to the all-too-common 
refrain of “There's nothin’ to do in 
this town," Wilmington teens should 
soon have a chapcroned youth 
center in town for the first time in 
20 years. 

A group of seven concerned 
Wilmington residents calling 
themselves the "Friends of 

- Wilmington Youth," have banded 

together to resurrect the old 
Wilmington Youth Center 
(1967-1975) in the downstairs 
portion of the Villanova Hall. 

What organizers Sid Tildsley, 
‘Chip Bruce, Jack Holloway, Joe 

Langone, Linda and Joe Scifo, Jim 
Rooney and Chris Neville (so far) 
have in mind is simple: a fun, safe 
atmosphere for any Wilmington kid 
in intermediate or high school to 
hang out in. 

The center, which could be open 
fas soon as April 1, will provide the 
“town's young people with an 
{salternative to hanging out in cars, in 
» parking lots, at beer bashes, and to 
“other forms of mischicf; or, to 
‘simply hanging out with nothin’ to 

do. 


» The rebirth of the youth center 
began as mere talk amongst friends. 

But that talk blossomed into an idea: 

bf “Let's all work together to give our 

skids some place to go that's 

*well-chaperoncd, safe and fun," the 
group said. 

So why do they think it will work? 
For starters, many of those 
presently involved used to hang out 
there. And, the youth center was 
the one of the first assigned details 
for a certain young Wilmington 
Patrolman named Rooney. 

The original Wilmington Youth 
Center was formed in 1967 in the 
Villanova Hall by then St. Thomas 
Pastor Father Paul Berube. Berube 
ran the center, but members did not 
have to be affiliated with the 
church, 

Tildsley remembers hanging out 
there on the Friday and Saturday 
nights and Sunday afternoons the 
center was open. He and other 
Wilmington youngsters played 
pool, Ping-Pong, checkers - and 
lot's of cards. "That's where I 


learned to play whist, hearts and 
poker,” he said, stressing “for fun." 

"It was a place to hang out,” he 
said. 

But not just a place, it was the 
place. 

“I just enjoyed it because it was the 
place to go,” Tildsley said. "It took 
us off the streets, got us out of the 
high school parking lot. It was not 
only a place to meet, it was also a 
central point for the adults to 
organize things." Those events 
included bowling excursions and 
hiking and skiing trips. Plus, youth 
dances were held upstairs in the 
hall. "And," he added, "If you were 
good, you could stay.” 

That's right, there were rules, and 
there will be rules. The one rule 
cast in stone is "No drinking,” 
which was the standing order at the 
old center. But, as opposed to 20 
years ago, there will also be no 
smoking allowed. 

The rest is up in the air. Some 
preliminary thought include 
assigning photo ID cards, the paying 
of yearly membership dues, and 
having split "sessions" for high 
school and intermediate school 
students. The Friends would like to 
establish a charter for the center and 
then build the rest around that, 

The group right now does not 
want the rules governing the center 
to be too strict or, for that matter, 
too easy. But what they know they 
need for sure are volunteers, 

The Fricnds are looking for 
People to serve on a youth center 
advisory group, a rules committee, 
a youth committee perhaps, and, 
most important, to serve as 
chaperones, 

A lack of parcntal supervision 
volunteer time was one of the 
reasons the former center closed. 
The group agreed that it seemed like 
it was the same two sets of parents at 
the center all the time. 

"We need the volunteers, period," 
Tildsley said. "We need the 
people." 

They are also looking for 
volunteers to help renovate the 
facility, which current St. Thomas 
Pastor Father Robert Browne is

letting the group use. 

The current corps includes a 
carpenter (Holloway), a teacher 
(Linda Scifo), a developer 
(Langone), a businessman 
(Tildsley) and two police sergeants 
(Rooney and Neville). Not a bad 
mix, but they need more. 

"We can't do it all ourselves,” 
Tildsley noted. 

What they have done so far is 
culled donations from the 
Wilmington Police Patrolman's 
Union, as well as private gifts from 
local businessmen, while working 
on funding scources through the 
Wilmington Community Round 
Table. The group hopes to secure 
the rest from donations from 
citizens and from fundraisers. 

Tildsley, for one, has an eye on a 
lot of his contemporarics who uscd 
to frequent the center. 

"I know a lot of the kids of my 
generation used to belong down 
there; and a lot of them still live in 
town," he said. 

While the group is painting and 
patching, putting up wallboard and 
sprucing the place up, they're 
standing on their biggest project - 
the floor. 

The center's current floor will be 
raised over four inches of added 
material - crushed stone and 
concrete - that will be used to drain 
water to a new pump that has been 
installed. 

“A lot of the material we hope to 
get-donated - paint, wallboard, tiles, 


cement,” Tikdsley noted. Members |>

rekindle the flame for today's 
youth? 

"I'm a Wilmington kid,” Tildslcy 
offered. And while that's enough, 
there's more, 

It was at the center some 25 years 
ago that Tildsley first met his wife, 
Sharon, and Holloway met his, Gail; 
and the Scifos, while dating in high 
school, used to hang out there as a 
couple, too. 

"It's still going to be the same old 
thing,” Tildsley said. "Girls and 
guys will go down there and meet 
and some of them will come up and 
get married." 

This Saturday the Fricnds will 
kick off their first public fund 
raiser with a dance upstairs at 
Villanova Hall from 7-10 p.m. The 
dance, which will feature a popular 
disc jockey, will be held for 
Wilmington youth in grades six 
through nine.

Crazed Pheasant is 


postal worker’s bane 

Postman Paul Nolan keeps a 
canister of pepper spray on his belt to 
protect himself from the shepherds, 
dobermans and terriers who dare to 

keep him from his appointed rounds. 

Buthe can’t bring himself to spritz 
the one beast that deserves it more 
than any critter on his route - an 
angry and twisted pheasant that for 
some reason has itin for people who 
_ deliver the mail. 

“Tt used to be cute,” said Nolan, 
who walked with mixed success 
yesterday asa five pound ring-necked 
pheasant threw itself beak-first at his 
knees. “Now it’s annoying.” A 
pheasant moved into the Simpson 
Street Extension neighborhood a 
couple of months ago with a couple 
of hens at his side and no intention of 
leaving any time soon. He made fast 
friends with all the residents in the 
area and a quick enemy of the 
mailman, 

“He's a beautiful bird,” said 
resident Terry Dyke as she waited 
for his arrival yesterday. 

She's right. He has. bright red 
wattles that surround his eyes and 
be f= woe of his head. His

mallard-green depending on the 
direction of the light. His plump chest 
is deep gold and dark spots. His tail 
feathers are long and golden. 

“But he’s a crazy bird,” Dyke said. 

Right again. 

Sull, the residents love him. He 
spends much of his day hanging out in 
backyards pecking at the ground, 
ruffling his feathers and plctting 
mayhem against the U.S. Postal 
Service. The neighbors feed him 
crackers, grains and sunflower seeds 
and while he doesn't actually express 
gratitude for the handouts neither does 
he try to draw blood from their thighs 
with his dangerous beak. He saves 
that anti-social behavior for the 
mailman. 

Yesterday, precisely at 9:30 a.m., 
Nolan's familiar white and blue mail 
truck turned the corner onto Fairview 
and chugged up the hill trailing a 
plume of exhaust smoke. The 
Pheasant, head lowered and skinny 
legs pumping at Roadrunner speed, 
turned the same corner and followed 
30 feet behind the truck in hot pursuit. 

It looked like a real life cartoon. 
Then it got weirder. 

Nolan stopped the truck upthe street. 
The pheasant caught up and stood a 
few feet from the driver-side door 
looking in. Nolan, holding a fistful of

and kept a close eye on the bird. The 
pheasant lunged at his ankles. Nolan 
whacked it on the head with a 
magazine. The pheasant warded off 
the blow and lunged again with his 
wings flapping and his beak flashing. 
Nolan took a couple of quick steps 
before the pheasant made its next 
move. 

Nolan made it to the mailbox after 
acouple more whacks, followed by a 
couple of more counter-pecks. Then 
he fought his way back to the truck 
and the'relative safety of the driver's 
seat. The pheasant stood a few feet 
away peering in, The truck moved to 
the next house; the pheasant followed 
behind. And the battle was on again. 

Let’s stop right here for a little 
perspective. 

Think about it. Nolan delivers the 
mail in Pembroke five days a week, 
Monday through Friday. When he 
gets into the tranquil subdivision off 
of Simpson StreefExtension he makes 
between a dozen and 20 stops. At 
each and every one of those stops the 
pheasant is waiting to make his tripto 
the mailbox as miserable as he can. 

Up steps and down steps. Onto 
porches and off of them. Down streets

taking wing and attacking him with 
his claws. All while cackling, 
crowing, screaming and whistling. 

Every day. 

Every stop. 

Every step. 

Nolan would almost rather take his 
chances with a pack of rabid Great 
Danes. 

“He followed me up onto Mrs. 
Nedeu’s porch yesterday and she 
came out and tried to shoo him away. 
She's 85 years old and he pecked her 
on the hand,” Nolan said. 

“Oh my, Mabel Nedeu said. “You 
really do have a problem don’t you 
Paul?” 

“Yes, Mrs. Nedeu,” he said. “Ido.” 

No one can be certain where the 
bird came from, although Nolan has 
an idea what his previous mailing 
address was: 

Hell. 

The Fish and Game Department 
trucks in ahd releases 11,000 
pheasants at 88 different sites across 
thestate inearly October. The hunting 
season lasts from October | to Dec. 
31, although most of the birds are 
killed in the first couple of weeks. 
Few of the birds that survive the hunt 
survive the winter. Wild pheasants 
thrive in southern states that don’t 
have winters as severe as New 


or fowl? 


Hampshire. 

There were two drop sites in nearby 
Epsom and one in Allenstown this 
year, which might begin to explain 
where this particular bird came from, 
said Charles Bridges, Fish and Game's 
chiefof fisheries and wildlife. Itdoesn’t 
explain his murderous behavior or why 
he hates mailmen. 

“The bird obviously has a not-too- 
positive image of the guy and is 
reacting to it,” Bridges said. “Ruffed 
grouse will chase people. But 
I've never heard of that behavior in a 
pheasant.” 

Nolan had a hard time convincing 
his superiors of his pheasant-related 
delivery problems. Earlier this week 
his boss at the Suncook Post Office, 
Tom Noonan, showed up with a video 
camera and got a firsthand look. 

“Icouldn’t believe it,” Noonan said. 
“I'd never seen anything like it.” 

‘The tape is on its way tothetelevision 
program America's Funniest Videos. 

Nolan is not the only person the bird 
chases. The town trash collectors draw 
hisire, as does the Saturday mail carrier 
and the occasional fuel oil delivery 
person. A town crew that buried asign 
pole recently at the corner of Fairview 
and Simpson had to contend with the 
frozen ground and a fiosted pheasant. 

But Nolan is the main target, by far. 


“It's gotten out of hand. 
Something's got to be done, He's 
getting more aggressive by the day,” 
Nolan said. “See that tree in that yard 
over there? I was watching that bird 
so hard the other day I ran right into 
it” 

Nature might take care of his 
problem. So far the pheasant has 
probably survived because of the 
relatively snowless winter. He might 
not be able to survive the recent 
storm, 

The thoughtof his demise chagrined 
Mabel Neveu, True, he pecked her on 
the hand the day before, but he didn’t 
mean it, she said, r 

“He's likea dog or cat. He likes 
being with you, you can tell,” Mabel 
Neveu told Nolan yesterday. “You'd 
miss him if he was gone. 

“Yeah,” Nolan said, “Like I'd miss 
a headache.”

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Stone's in the Garden 


Perennials benefit from 
a covering of snow 


by Jackicleszezak-Stone 
Even February's cold cannot dash 
this gardener's enthusiasm. This 
weekend provided a welcome snow 
cover to protect sccdlings and fall 
transplants from Arctic blasts.In 
the brief six years of its existence, 
my Tewksbury garden has seen 
more than a few dry, windy 
winters, that scattered seeds and 
left no spring surprises. Last year's 
record snows, however, showcased 
the benefits of snow to the 
gardencr, 
Early last spring, after the thaw, 
» I was appalled to see what looked 
like thousands of tiny "weedlings" 
surrounding my favorite 
perennials. At first I plucked them 
out with gusto. But a a few escaped 
and grew it became clear that these 
weeds were perennial scedlings. 
The insulating snow had prevented 
secds from blowing away and 
protected them from the dying, 
bitter cold winds. 
This population explosion was 
repeatcd over and over again in my 
, garden. I found record numbers of 
ever blooming blecding heart 


(Dicentra cxima), foxglove 
(Digitalis purpurea), Catmint 
(Nepta faassenil), spring blooming 
ground phlox (P. subtulata) and 
asters, columbine, and ferns all sclf 
seeded in my perennial beds. 
Scedlings were transplanted to a 
nursery bed and Icft to mature 
over the summer months. Later in 
the fall they were moved again into 
their permanent location in the 
gardens of friends. 

Gardeners are optimistic beings. 
Such memories confirm that winter 
snow is a blessing that can turn our 
current sub-zero nights into 
worry-free occasions to play for 
the upcoming spring season, Our 
wish lists for new plants and seeds 
are scribbled on the backs of 
dog-cared catalogs. Last year's 
successes and failures are under 
review and fellow gardeners are 
trading the sceds of new found 
favorites. Although winter's 
coldest days may still be ahead of 
us, they foretell of the promise and 
snow-ridden surprises of spring.

Every ycar there would be 
skating races in the Boston Garden, 
a part of North Station which was 
attended by hundreds of 
Wilmington fans, via the trains of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

Tt was, on this occasion, a one mile 
race, with about 15 girls, 10 times 
around the Boston Garden. 

The starter could be clearly heard 
telling the girls that if anyone was to 
fall down, before the race had 
reached the first corner, everyone 
was to retum to the starting point, 
to make another start. 

It did happen. Jeanne returned to 
the starting point, but no one else 
did. By the time Jeanne realized that 
no one clse was returning the 
contestants had almost skated a tenth 
of the total distance, 

So she started - alone. Jeanne 
skated 10 times around the rink in 
better time than anyone else. If the 
race had been for 10 and a quarter 
times around Jeanne would have 
crossed the winning line before 
anyone else!

MMHC will have 
meals taken to the center for the 
shut-ins, Any shut-in who would 
like to double up on any meal next 
week can do so by calling the center.

First, the bad news. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has issued a public 
health advisory about eating fish 
caught in the Merrimack River. 

Pregnant women, nursing moms, 
and any children under the age of 
12 should avoid eating largemouth 
bass or white suckers taken from 
the Merrimack River, All others 
should limit their intake to no more 
than two meals of these fish per 
month. Don't panic, but to take this 
warning seriously, please. 

The state Department of Environ- 
mental Protection found levels of 
mercury in Merrimack River fish. 
While the mercury level is below 
the Food & Drug "Administrative 
Action Level" of 1 milligram of 
mercury per kilogram of fish flesh, 
the presence of mercury is still a 
cause for concern, 

Mercury affects the nervous sys- 
tem, and developing children are at 
the highest risk of nerve damage 
from the consumption of the heavy 
metal. 

There shouldn't be any real risk, 
because the mercury’ level is very 
small, but a health advisory should 
be taken seriously. Mercury is bad 
stuff, and so don't feed any to your 
kids. Don't give up completcly on 
the fish in the Merrimack, but don't 
serve it to the kidlings for now. The 
river still offers some terrific sport 
fishing, so just catch and release. 

Now, where is this mercury con- 
tamination coming from, and how 
do we clean it up? The presence of 
mercury in the fish is unacceptable.

“I have no doubt that this fil- 
tration plant will be the best 
that could be built in the 
Western Hemisphere to filter 
water that has been fine for the 
past 300 years,” says someone

But 
many parents are unaware of 
the danger of a serious burn 
injury or even death - when 
invisible vapors from gasoline 
or other flammable substances 
are ignited by an unexpected 
source of heat of flame. 


Flammable vapors, especially 
vapors from gasolene, can travel 
across the floor of a room and 
be ignited by the pilot light on a 
gas water heater or other gas 
appliance. These vapors can 
also be ignited by a spark from 
an electric tool or light switch, 
or even by a heat source, such 
as a stove burner. The resulting 
fire can engulf everything in 
sight, causing extensive damage 
to the home and killing or 
severely injuring anyone nearby. 

Every year in the United 
States, an estimated 1,500 people 
- many of then young children- 
suffer devastating burns from 
this hidden hazard. The deadly 
combination of flammable 
vapors and gas water heaters is 
estimated to cause about 2,000 
fires annually in the U.S., injur 
ing approximately 300 people 
and causing about 20 deaths. 

But there are effective steps 
parents can take to protect their 
homes and children from such 
serious burn injuries. That's the 
message the Shriners want to 
communicate during National 
Burn Awareness week, observed 
Feb. 5 to 11. Each year the

"Gasolene should never be 
used or even stored in the 
home," Said Matt Maley, a burn 
prevention expert based at the 
Shriners Burns Institute in 
Cincinnati. "It's an extremely 
flammable substance that has 
only one purpose: to fuel an 
engine." 

Many less-flammable sub- 
stances are available at hard- 
ware and paint stores for a vari-

At the heart of the movie is 
the realization that people can 
expand past the boundaries they 
think stop them.

“sparkle” and “fire.” It is impor-- 


tant to distinguish between the 
cut, which is purely technical, 
and its shape. Shape is purely a 
matter of personal taste; the 
most popular shapes of dia- 
monds are round, also known as 
“brilliant,” marquise, pear, oval 
and emerald. 

Color: Determining a dia- 
mond’s color is done by measur- 
ing the degree to which a dia- 
mond approaches colorlessness, 
allowing the stone to cleanly 
refleet and refract light. The 
best color is no color. Jewelers 
discuss the color of a diamond 
on a letter scale beginning with 
D, which is absolutely colorless. 
Diamonds with strong, pure 
color are called “fancies.” Pink, 
blue and canary are the most 
prized, but diamonds have been 
found in almost any hue. 

Clarity: A diamond’s clarity 
is determined by the degree to 
which it is free from naturally 
occurring inclusions, often 
called “nature’s fingerprints.” 
Most diamonds contain some 
inclusions, nearly all of which 
can be seen only under 10 or 
more power magnification. A 
flawless diamond is extremely 
rare. The size and position of 
the inclusions were formed with- 


ago. 

Carat: Carat refers to the 
weight of the diamond. There 
are 100 points in a carat, there- 
fore a diamond weighing 1/2 
carat is 50 points. 


Step 3: Get a sense of what 
she likes. A man getting 
engaged should have some idea 
of the style of ring and shape of 
diamond his fiancee prefers. She 
may like a round, brilliant cen- 
ter stone in a traditional setting, 
or a pear-shaped diamond sur- 
rounded by baguettes may strike 
her fancy.
